The Dominion govaniuieut has ap¬ 
pointed George Brown commissioner, to 
proceed to Washington in connection 
with reciprocity negotiations. 

Judge Dent, brother of Mrs. Graut, 
died in Washington, Sunday. 

President Grant denie.s the stateiiiont 
in the New York papers that he intend¬ 
ed to veto any legislation increasing the 
currency.. 

In the U. S. Seuate, on Monday, the 
bill reported from the committee on 
finance, and ordered to be printer, fixes 
the maximum limit of greenback ciroula- 
tion at $382,000,000, and authorizes free 
bonding under the provided that for every 
$1,000,000 of new national bank notes 
issued there shall be retired $700,000 of 
greenbacks, until the total amount of 
outstanding greenback circulation shall 
be reduced -to $300,000,000. 

In the House, on Monday, the bill fix¬ 
ing the amount of circulation at $400,- 
000,000 was taken up. Several amend¬ 
ments were rejected ; and after debate 
the original bill was passed.

$800,000 and throwing 400 workmen 
out of employment. 

Ira Paine has sued Berghjfor breaking 
up a pigeon shooting match. The suit 
was begun in New York, Monday. 

Residents about Bald mountain say 
stange noises were fii-st heard in the 
mountain, February 12 ult. A lady 
who lives near the place writes to her 
son in New York that near the summit 
of that peak an area of nearly half an 
acre was agitated by subterranean up¬ 
heavals and then sunk, smoke and vapor 
issuing from the spot. 

A large temperance meeting wa.s held 
ia St. James Hall, Buffalo, Sunday. 
Seventy ladies proposed to obtain 10,000 
signatures to a petition to the excise 
commissioners asking for the enforcement 
of the laws in selling liquor.

On Monday afternoon we had the 
pleasure of listening to the new organ 
which has just been put in the Episcopal 
church. It is a beautiful instrument, ex¬ 
actly filling the space designed for it, and 
harmonizing finely with all the other ap¬ 
pointments of the church. Its tones are j 
very sweet and rich, and may be varied 
from the softest flute-like notes that seem 
to come from afar to those of the great¬ 
est depth and volume the capacity of 
the building will allow. Its music , 
charmed us, and we cannot say too much 
in its praise. It will be played for public 
worship for the first time on Easter Sun¬ 
day, April 5. The organ was built by 
Steer Turner, Westfield, Mass., and 
great credit is duo to the officers of the 
Parish for placing within the hearing of 
us all so fine an instrument.

Homs* Day. 

^ke annual inoving day is now upon 
us. Another y&ax has developed its ever 
changing elrtUmstances, making it neces¬ 
sary for sotne to change their situations 
to meet them. Short-sighted mortals, in 
this as in other affairs, are liable to mis¬ 
takes, yet the majority of removals are 
doubtless for the better. Some families 
remain stationary either from a failure 
to improve better chances or having no 
chances to improve. 

A distant removal is assuming more 
than what appears on tlie surface. The 
severing of ties and breaking up of asso¬ 
ciations, the changing of a spot familiar 
for one where scenery, faces and habits 
are alike strange, where nothing outside 
of recollection reminds one of the past 
save the few necessary ai’ticles carried 
thither, creates feelings akin to those of 
a final departure, only in the leap one 
alights in the same instead of a future 
world. Short removes do not require 
such an amount of swinging off into self- 
dependence. It is merely dispensing 
with a few and reserving the remainder 
of our associations. Those who remain 
in one position for a life-time, or term of 
years, are not exempt from change. They 
only retain that part of the scenery not 
changed by enterprise, while the inroads 
of mortality and the removals to and 
from their locality gradually work a 
change that, after a few years, startle 
them as they arouse to its reality and 
discover a change around them as com¬ 
plete as thou^ they had themselves 
moved. We cannet I'etain what is al¬ 
ready within our grasp. Ifc will either 
grow out or die eut of our hands. Man 
himself is subject to change. The same 
features and sometimes ideas are often, 
after a lapse of years, not discernible in 
the same person. 

But of moving day we were speaking, 
when household effects are in heaps and 
bulky loads jostle along, when families 
belong to furniture instead of furniture to 
families; when ponderous loads of costly 
furmturo, destined for some elegant 
mansion, and the scanty horse-load of 
rough furniture and duds, with wife and 
children aboard, bound to some basement 
or garret, meet on a level in the street, 
and when one’s few remaining senses are 
overwhelmed in topsy-turvies and burly- 
burlies, this day in its direst aspects and 
wildest confusion, has, underlying its 
din and bustle, elements of hallowed 
thought that only a moving day can 
arouse. Only those about to leave a 
habitation occupietl for yews know of 
the sad yet cheerful reminiscences that 
cluster around the memory, the flashings 
across the mind of by-gone scenes long 
since forgotten, as the last look is given 
on departni’e. There are einjity rooms 
into which a wistful look is bestowed, 
that reminds of pleasant family pastimes, 
vacant corners, whei’e the eye lingers, 
where once stood the bed upon which a 
member of the family sank into death’s 
embrace, hall viewed, wliicli once wit¬ 
nessed happy gi’eetinga and sad adieus, 
and other apartmenfa, into which hasty 
glaneee are given, eack reminding of in¬ 
cidents of years gone by.

There has been seen several times, of 
late, in the vicinity of Dutch Hill, in 
this town, a huge panther.

By the politeness of Jerry^Foley, Esq., 
ex-supervisor, we have received the last 
copy of the proceedings of the Board of 
Supervisons of 1873, eff which we note a 
few items : 

The Superintendents of the Poor have 
charged the county jointly for their ser¬ 
vices for one year, 5294 days, at $2 per 
day, $1059. 

They have charged for railroad fare, one 
year, $305.38. They have also charged 
for the same time for “uso of horse and 
wagon,” $310.85. Then there are some 
“cash expenses,’- besides which we are 
not told what the cash was used for, 
amounting to $321,43. In addition to 
above there is a chai'ge of $82.66, for 
transporting paupers and lunatics about 
the country. One poor superintendent 
got a little befogged in addition for 187 2, 
and did not get his bill high enough then 
by $10.62. 

Here ai’O some figuiws that is well for 
the tax paying gentry to look into. Look 
at it, $205,38 railroad fare ; $310.85 
for “use of horse am;! wg^^n,” “cash ex¬ 
penses” $321'JjtlS';^ ihese three items 
amount to $936.66. It seems to us that 
the superintendents ninst do a vast 
amount of riding about at the people’s 
expense. The question arises, is there 
any need of this. The amount per day 
they receive, it seems to us, would na¬ 
turally cover the most ot these items. 
Town officers do not charge for use of 
horse and waggon, or railroad fare, or 
dinners, in the performance of their du¬ 
ties, and we see no good reason why 
county officers should. Such trumpeil 
up bills should be frowned upon by the 
people. The people have suffered such 
bills to be imposed upon them too long 
already. It would be much cheaper for 
the county to establish a livery for the 
purpose of riding their officers about 
than to pursue this course longer, and 
we suggest farther, tliat the county had 
better establish a pauper house for our 
county officers and keep them there. \Ve 
could thus save a great many dinners 
and much horse flesh, and not expose 
them to railroad disasters. Such bills 
have a little show of rings—a little too 
much patteniing after “Boss Tweed,” 
“Boss Kemble” and “Boss Shepherd,” 
those mathematical experts in “addition, 
division and silence.” We are thankful 
that the people are looking to see where 
their money goes. The “salary grab” 
opened their eyes somewhat, and now 
they see corniption everywhere. Among 
our officers economy a]>pears to be the 
last thing thought of. The people should 
remove these official, and x«doce the sal¬ 
aries of officew Kkftwase. At Washiug- 
tem vast amounts are paid for doing lit¬ 
tle Business for the government. We 
noticed a short time since that the gov¬ 
ernment paid some $22 to repair an ohl 
wheelbarrow, which probably wa.s not 
worth that amount when new. Money 
making should be the last thing thoagbt 
of try an officer. ” 


I A Visit to ITo’^ir Tork. 

Editor Indepindent: —On a recent 
trip to New York, contrary to my usual 
custom of taking the night train, I took 
the noon train from Albany, and by so 
doing had a fair opportunity of seeing 
the harvesting of the "Ice crop” on the 
Hudson. It seems strange to farmers 
and people of middle age to talk about 
harvesting ice, and about a short crop, 
and other similar phi-ases, for it| is 
comparatively a modern species of agri¬ 
culture. Formerly to have ice in sum¬ 
mer was a rarity, but now, like many 
other things that were once luxuries, 
having grown into use, have beccfme 
necessai-ies. 

The ice crop this winter is very poor, 
so that the answer to the cant phrase, 

I “What is the biggest thing on ice ?” will 
be "Price," It is estimated that only 
760,000 tons will be obtained on the 
Hudson this year, instead of 1,500,000 
usually harvested. Many new ice houses 
are being built along the river, and in 
one place I saw 300 men at work, who 
gathered from five to 10 acres daily. The 
ice field, as one looks down upon it, re¬ 
sembles men at work in a corn field, 
with boys on horseback, drawing saws 
instead of plows, marking off the ice in 
squares, while men with poles tow the 
long cakes of ice to the elevators, which 
carry it to the top of the ice houses. 
These ice houses are about the height 
and size of the Webb block, and have 
from four to eight elevators, extending 
from the water to the upper story, and 
are run by a steam engine. 

The kie harvested ou the Hudson 
mostly used in New York, the South 
and the West Indies being supplied from 
the rivers and lakes of Maine. The trade 
is constantly increasing, and I was told 
by a gentleman that it is surprising how 
little is wasted by melting in transporta¬ 
tion. For fear the supply would fail in 
New York this season, large quantities 
are being taken from Oneida and other 
inland lakes ; and at Constantia, in this 
county, I learn that several hundred 
men are at work getting ice, which is 
loaded at once into all the canal boats 
that can be obtained. 

On Sunday afternoon I attended a 
Sunday-school where there were nearly 
300 children between the ages of four 
and fourteen years, all of them the lam© 
and crippled children of poor parents. A 
better school and happier children I 
never saw. Although the pale faces and 
emaciated forms of some of them testified 
to great physical suffering, yet their 
sweet suid happy voices as they sang, 
their eager and intelligent looks as they 
recited their lessons and listened to the 
instructions of their teachers, strongly 
spoke of happiness and improvement. 

Yon ask how came so many ci’ippled 
children together? A few yeai’s ago 
Jonathan Sturges and other benevolent 
Christian gentlemen, having noticed in 
the families of the poor many children 
lame and paralyzed, so as to be helpless, 
who with pro^jer care and surgical at¬ 
tention could be cured, and whose pa- 
i-ents were too jioor to do anything for 
them, conceived the idea of building a 
hosihtal for these little sufterei-s, where 
they could have a home and skillful sur¬ 
geons to care for them till cured. Tlie 
result is the elegant hospital near the 
Central Depot, built and almost wholly 
sustained by the contributions of. these 
benevolent men. At present there are 
nearly 300 regular inmates of the hos-

leave his place, 
wrote home urging them very strongly 
to remain until his return; but notwith¬ 
standing their great respect and esteem 
for Mr. Throop, they declined his very 
ui'gent and fair proposal. 

With a view of taking ample time to 
buy a place to the best advantage, they 
rented a house not far from the city of 
Aubmui, fer a few months. During the 
following July Charles and his father 
purchased a farm near the village of 
Wolcott, in Wayne county, jjaying one- 
fourth of the money down and mortgag¬ 
ing the place to secure the payment of 
the rest. Within the next six years the 
farm was their own, fi*ee of debt. At 
this time Charles, who had some surplus 
cash capital, concluded that he could sup¬ 
port a wife, and was accortlingly, on the 
twenty-fifth of December, 1846, united 
in the bonds of holy wedlock to Miss 
Charlotte A. Reed, of Sodus Point, 
Wayne Co., N. Y., an anaiable lady and j 
a graduate of the New York Institutien. j 
Miss Reed had a mute brother, George 
W. Reed, of Reed, Oceana Co., Michi¬ 
gan, now deceased. The deafness of both 
was supposed to be from the fact that 
their parents were cousins to each other. 
Charles Pimm and his wife were blessed 
with four children, but soon after the 
birth of their fourth child, Mrs. Pimm 
died. The children, two sons and two 
daughters, were all Lorn deaf and dumb. 
The names of these children are Joshua 
Reed (named after his grandfather), Ann 
Rachel, Martha and Charles Augustus, 
all of whom were sent to school at the 
New York Institution, where Martha 
and Charles Augustus both died within 
the year 1870, one of scarlet and the 
other of typhoid fever. Their remains 
were taken home for interment. 

Charles Pimm was married the second 
time, Maixih 12th, 1858, to Miss Sally 
Prescott, a graduate of the American 
A Avlum and a distant relative of his 
liirrt wife. He is new the })ossessor of 
a happy home, free from all encumbrances, 
and, in his advancing age, reaping amt 
enjoying the fruits of liis early years of 
honesty and industry. On account of 
his declining years, his farm is now 
managed by his only remaining son, 
Joshua R., an intelligent mute. His 
mute sister married a speaking man, and 
is living near Battle Ci'cek in the state of 
Michigan. 

Thus we hare endeavored in a plain 
and truthful style to present to the read¬ 
ers of our t/owr/io^ some of the leading 
incidents connected with the life and 
character of an imedvicated deaf-mute 
man who was bora in a period not par- 
ticulaily favorable to the mental and ed¬ 
ucational interests of our class of people. 


Friend Rider :—I thank yoxi for the 
very acceptable “Deaf-Mutes Journal 
of the 5th inst., for your kind mention 
of my birthday, and for your good wishes 
for my health for a space of years. I was 
born on the 25th of February, 1804; on 
Wednesday noon, according to old say¬ 
ings. Allow mo to say that thes* bless¬ 
ings that I have enjoyed for many years 
are of divine mercy, which I hope to re¬ 
member gratefully during the remainder 
of my life ; and, through divine indul¬ 
gence, I may live a little while yet to see 
the Clerc memorial a glorious success, 
and to be happy in seeing my mute 
brethren live happy and moral lives and 
receive equal wages with hearing people. 

It is rejiorted that the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the N. Y. Deaf-Mute Institution 
are studying, like Hartford, to reduce the 
salaries of deaf-mute teachers and allow 
none but hearing ones to lecture on Sun¬ 
days in the chapel. 

I question avh ether it is correct, and, 
if so, consider it a wrong and an insult 
to intelligent deaf-mutes. 

If Mr. T. Gallaudct remains one of 
said directors, as ho loves to serve for 
our henetitj is his influence not sufficient 
to do something in their favor 1 Will 
not Mr. I. Lewis Peet, as Principal, plead 
in tkeir behalf 1 

I think I have a right as a United 
States citizen to make any proper inquiry 
in i*egard to the welfare of our mute 
community in years to come. 

Mr. Batterson, of Hartford, sent me a 
good design for the Clerc monument; it 
looks like a very nice one and very ex¬ 
pressive of grateful honor. 

I think that the Clerc memorial xvork 
might be done before the first of Septem¬ 
ber next; though it may not be in the 
power of man to say positively. 

It pleased me much to notice among 
familiar guests at the surprise party, Mrs. 
Thos. Gallaudet, and S. A. Taber, of 
Scipio. I should like to see her pleasant 
face ; she is a fine lady. I guess that 
Mr. Taber remains a widower and has 
passed a few plea.sant days among his 
friends, winking at a certain Miss or a 
widow. 

It is good news fVom Indiana that she 
at last, has formed a Clerc Memorial As¬ 
sociation, I hope “a profound thinker” 
has convinced himself that Mr. Laurent 
Clerc was not a poor boy and trust 
this new society may be followed by 
other unformed states. May success 
follow you.

Charles Pimm was born in the parish 
of Wiscome, EnglanB, June 16th, 1809., 
He had one mute brother, (Joseph), one 
mute sister, (Ann), two hearing bi'others 
and two sisters. Twk sisteix, one speak¬ 
ing and the other mu», and Cliarles are 
now the only survivi^ children. The 
cause of three deaf-muiks being born in 
one family was, as it oms thought, attri- j 
butable to the fact thatxthe parents were 
cousins to each other. All of the mute 
members of the family were for a while 
sent away from home to he treated by j 
an eminent surgeon andiphysican with I 
a view to have them cur» of their deaf¬ 
ness. With the assistance of another 
physican a rather difficult\o|)eration was 
performed upon the ear’s which was quite 
painful. After a trial of several months, 
attended by much expense,lit was found 
that the operation had pro\«d an entire 
failure, notwithstanding tHe fact that 
some others had been cured W the same 
process. The parents then lent Joseph, 
who was two rears older tlmn Charles, 
to a school for the deaf and tttimb, where 
the two hand alphabet was tAen used in 
instruction. Soon afterwards he was, 
however, taken sick, and had io be taken 
home by his parents. After i long and 
painful fit of sickness, death finally re¬ 
lived him of his sufferings. ! Before the 
death of this beloved brother, |he inform¬ 
ed his parents, as well as Ckarles and 
Ann, of the harsh and ill treatment he 
endured at school, which was jjo bad that 
neither of the latter could be i educed to 
attend the school. The pa onts also 
were so sadly bereaved by t le loss of 
one son that they dared not to lend either 
Charles or Ann to school, lest t iey should 
also be abused, and possibly bheir lives 
forfeited.

One letter of i itroduction wliich he did 
not use in St. !jOuis,but whicli was found 
upon him, waa from Aug. J. Seymour, 
senator of the Eighth district of North 
Carolina, dated in last December, in¬ 
troducing E. YVoods of Osiniiigton, 
England, a rcl:: tive of his family, to the 
capitalists of tl is State. This letter rep¬ 
resented Woodii as being deaf and dumb. 
The prisoner is very talkative for a dumb 
man. 

Chief Detect ve Ilarrigan’s attention 
was called to tl e man, and for the past 
five days ho bad been watching him. 
Sonfl5 of the offtcers of the Second Na¬ 
tional Bank ofiSt. Lonis came across the 
fellow, and identified him as being the 
man who, niiu years ago, was in the 
city, and succeeded in victimizing sev¬ 
eral banks and uiei:chant3 by means of 
fraudulent dr ifts and representations. 
At that time I lie now Second National 
Bank lost $2,d00, and upon the com¬ 
plaint of Mr, 'i).

self. 

When we found our personal integrity 
was attacked (for the allowance of which 
the Silent World ivas descending below 
the scale of common politeness as recog¬ 
nized by the fraternity of the press) we 
did just what every honest man would 
do under like circumstances, viz., threw 
open our doors and invited inspection. 
They are open still, and it remains to be 
seen whether the Silent World will pluck 
lip courage and come and investigate. 
And when it has gone through the farce of 
satisfying itself that things are not as 
they were i-epresented, will the Silent 
World make us amends and reti-act the 
foul accusation ? 

As to C. Aug. Brown we don’t see 
how we can i-egard him in any other 
light than a miserable tool, and a poor 
cheat at lying. He would hardly have 
imputed dishonesty to ns had he not had 
the tacit encouragement of the Silent 
World. Often the time and the place 
render timid people hold. 

The Silent World's last attempt at 
logic is peculiar. Speaking of its cor¬
